The Flight of Empress Eugenie 

The events of 1870-71 were tragic 
in their effect upon the life of that 
lovely butterfly, the spouse of Na- 
poleon the Little. 

At the conclusion of the way he 
had entered upon so gaily Napoleon 
Ill. was a prisoner for the fourth 
time in his chequered life. Sedan 
had been his undoing, and Paris 
wreacked vengeance on his consort 
by beseiging her in the Tuileries. 

One Sunday afternoon the Em- 
press resolved to attempt an escape. 
It was four o'clock, ehe had no 
money, and was without food. Some 
one procured her a cab, and she 
passed through the 6treets unrecog- 
nized save by one’ little boy. Her 
“cocher” took her to two houses in- 
habited by Royalists, but both fami- 
lies were cway from home. 

After a wearisome journey fraught 
with fatigue and anxiety, she ar- 
rived at Deauville, near Trouville, in 
a Normandy peasant’s cart  forty- 
eight hours after her fiight from the 
capital. A  well-wisher introduced 
her to Sir John Fox Burgoyne, whose 
yacht, the Gazelle, was waiting in port 
to convey his wife to England on her 
return from Switzerland. 

Sir John, whose statue now stands 
in a corner of Carlton house terrace, 
bravely arranged to take her majesty 
across the channel to a place of safety. 
This, however, was sooner promised 
than it could be performed. A fearful 
storm raged, and in the early morning 
of September 7th the vessel capsized 
in the Bay of Biscay, and with the ship 
sank Sir John Burgoyne’s only son, 
V.C., the commander. 

Ignorant of the sad news, the own- 
er of the Gazelle set sail as soon as 
the tempest slightly lulled, even then 
they experienced a terrible passage, 
and the yacht only reached Ryde 
after twelve hours’ ocnflict with wind 
and wave. 

Sir John escorted his royal pas- 
senger to an hotel, where she stayed 
the night before continuing ther 
journey to Hastings, where her gon, 
the Prince Imperial, had just arrived 
with three other exiles. 


Farming on Vancouver Island 

It has been said that agriculture is 
declining in British Columbia, the 
statement being based on limited ob- 
servation. Live statistics for the 
past year show a slight decrease ‘n 
dairying. This is largely owing to 
the fact of the acquisition of farming 
lands contiguous to cities for sub- 
division and residential purposes thus 
putting out of business many farms 
that used to supply the cities of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, with dairy and 
other farm products. There has, 
however, been a considerable increase 
in dairying in the outlying districts 
and it will only be a very short time 
before this l.ss is made up by dis- 
tricts further away from our contres 
of population. 

Mr. W. T. Scott, deputy commis- 
sioner of agriculture for the province 
has forwarded a report on the agricul- 
tural progress of Vancouver Island to 
the Victoria board of trade. In it he 
states that poultry raising is increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. There are 
many people engaged in this profi‘- 
able phase of farming, and making 
very good returns. The southern part 
of Vancouver Island undoubtedly is 
destined to become the Petaluma of 
British Columbia. There are very 
few countries in the world, and cer- 
tainly none in our Dominion of Can- 
ada, which offer such good prospects 
for successful poultry raising us Van- 
couver Island. 

Many farmers on Vancouver Island 
keep a small flock of sheep on their 
places, but there is room for a large 
development. The profits to be real- 
ized from sheep are probably greater 
in proportion to the amount of capi- 
tal invested than any other line of the 
live stock industry. 


Beer From the Bank of England 
The Bank of England has the right 
in common with some other old- 
established businesses, to sell beer 
by retail. This power was granted b 
Charter in 1694, and it has reve 
been taken away from it. The bank 
could, therefore, if it choose, start in 
business as « public-house  tomor- 
row, Or it could send round a special 
“Bank of England” brand of, say. 
ottled stout, delivered in its own 
drays at your door, with a facsimile 
of the chief cashier’s signature on 
the label of each bottle as a guaran- 
tee of mnritv. The dean and chanter 
of St. Paul’s SJathedral can also lay 
claim to a similar privilege, with the 
right, in addition, to brew their own 
beer. Paul's brewhouse formerly 
stood at the corner of the entrance 
to Doctors’ Commons from the church 
yard, and an ‘verage of between six- 
ty and seventy thousands of gallons 
of “strong ale’ were brewed ther? 
every year. The sale of this, however, 
was confined to the cathedral pre- 
cincts.—Sheffield Weekly Telegraph.

Lighthouse Bird Perches 

Bird perches on lighthouses wiil 
soon be put to the test as a device for 
saving the lives of hundreds of birds 
who, in the ordinary way, would per- 
ish On striking the lenses of the 
powerful lights during their flights 
fo Bngland for the summer. Recent 
observations has led to the belief 
that the birds are not killed as a rule 

‘asning against the light, but by 
sheer weariness. The lighthouses 
probably  .isturb the instinct of the 
birds for direction. If the flight is 
made in one dash they keep the sense 
of direction intact. If they stop and 
circle around the light they become 
temporarily dazed. 

The Royal Society for the Preser- 
vation of Birds is interested in this 
scheme, and it is hoped to make bird 
perches a permanent equipment of 
the lighthouse,

PROGRESS IN WIRELESS TELE- 
PHONY GIVES PROMISE OF 
GREAT DEVELOPMENT 


Now Seems Reasonable to Expect 
That Some Day Speech Transmis- 
sion From England to America Will 
be Effected by the Perfrction of 
Wicless System. 

In a lecture delivered at the Royal 
{nstitution, London, Dr. J. A. Fleming, 
F.R.S., described the inventions which 
of late years have rendercd possible a 
great increase in the distance of tele- 
phonic communication and have per- 
mitted the use of submarine telephone 
cables over distances previously im- 
practicable. 

The lecturer explained that in the 
case of a telephone wire the shortest 
the wave lengih the greater the vel- 
ocity with which the waves travel, 
while the amplitude of the shorter 
waves attenuates tc a greater extent 
than that of the longer ones. 

Hence when, as a result of speaking 
to a telephone transmitter, a complex 
electromotive force is applied to the 
end of a cable the various simple har- 
monic waves into which the impulse 
may be resolved travel along the 
cable witk unequal speed and attenua- 
tion. The short waves travel fastest. 
but are worn out soonest; hence the 
wave form is distorted. 

Advance by Prof. Pupin 

A remedy for the distortion of artic- 
alate sounds was first suggested by 
Mr. Oliver Heavyside, who showed 
mathematically twenty-five years ago 
how waves of all lengtis could be 
made to travel at the same speed and 
attenuate the same rate. 

An important advance was made by 
Prof. Pupin of Columbia college, New 
York, in “899 and 1900, when he 
proved that Heavyside’s suggestion 
can be put into practical form by load- 
ing the cable with coils of wire wound 
on iron wire cores, inserted at equal 
fntervals, but so close that at least 
eight or nine coils are included in the 
distance of one wave length of the 
average wave frequency, Which is al- 
ways taken at 800. 

If the coils are placed farther apart 
relatively to the wave length they do 
more harm than good. Aerial lines, 
underground, cables. aid submarine 
cables. can all be treated in this way. 

New York to Denver Line 


The lougest aerial loaded line is 
that from New York to Denver, 2,000 
miles, which permits good speech be- 
tween these places, and it is the am- 
bition of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Compary to complete a 
loaded line that will render speech 
possible between New York and San 
Francisco, ovr 3,000 miles. 

A line las just been completed be 
tween Berlin and Rome. It runs over- 
head, except through the Simplon tun- 
nel, with loading coiis at every »ight 
miles, and good speech is possible 
over the whole distance. 

In England the longest loaded lines 
are two t.unk lines from London to 
Leeds, 200 miles. The general post 
office has now in operation 30,000 
miles of aerial and underground cir- 
cuits, and 45,545 miles are in the 
course of Deing loaded. 

As regards loaded submarine cabies 
the general post office has three—one 
to France, one to Belgium, 48 miles; 
and one to Irelanc, sixty-four miles. 
A fourth ‘which is now being manu- 
factured, is to be laid from Suffolk to 
the nearest point in Holland, 125 
miles. Broadly, loading has rendered 
ft possible to double or more than 
Gouble the distance of effective tele- 
phone intercourse. 

In regard to wireless telephony Dr. 
Fleming said the arrangements are 
closely similar to those employed in 
wireless telegraphy but in the base of 
the antenna, or coupled to it, must be 
placed a micraphone by means _ of 
which the speaker's voice makes 
ehanges in the resistance of the an- 
tenna circuit, the result being to vary 
the amplitude of the waves emitted 
without altering their wave length. 

The difficulty is to obtain a micro- 
phone that will carry large high fre- 
quency currents. By the aid of an in- 
genious liquid microphone Prof. Vanni 
of Rome, has transmitted speech for 
625 miles. Fessenden, in the United 
Btates has telephoned a few hundred 
miles, and Poulsen, in Denmark, Colin 
and Jeance in France, Goldschmidt in 
Germany, and Ditcham in England 
have covered greater or less distances. 

Mr. Mar:oni rece:utly carrfed out de- 
monstrations with wireless telephony 
for the Italian navy. 

The lecturer concluded by remark- 
fmg that we are yet a long way from 
telephony across the Atlantic, wheth- 
er with cables or by wireless, but pro- 

ess will continue to be made, and 

fs possible that some day speech 
transmission from England to San 
Francisco, with one repetition at New 
York, may be an accomplished fact.

Fear that the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal may be followed by 4) 
worid wide redistribution of yellow 
fever and cholera which will threat- 
en very great commercial loss, Was 
expressed by Mr. Richard P. Strong, 
head of the Harvard Medical school of 
tropical medicine,

Manchuria, Last year he led the 


Harvard medical expedition to Peru, 
where an extensive study of tropical | 
d’seases was mace. 
“The troubles to be feared from the! 
spread of tropical diseases by traf- 
fic through the Panama canal,” ie, 
said recently. ‘are rather heavy finan-! 
cial losses through disturbance wf| 
trade between any great loss of life. | 
Modern medicine has so far mastered 
the wuys of checking infectious lis- 
eases that in many civilized countries 
no great mortality is to be feared 
from these diseases. To the United | 
States and Western Europe the great-\ 
est peril is to trade, because medical 
control of the spread of tropical rests 
first of all on the stoppage of traffic. 
“One of the most interesting and 
not improbable changes in the distri- 
bution of tropical diseases is that the 
west coast of South America, parti- 
cularly Guayaquil, may send yellow 
fever to India and receive Asiatic 
cholera by way of exchange.” 


WHITE MEN LEAVE AFRICA 


Cannot Stand the State of Anarchy 
Brought About by Professional 
Agitators 
White men, principally British. are 
leaving South Africa to try their for- 
tunes in other British Dominions. In- 
formation that thousands of whites 
emigrated from Cape ports between 
July and December last is contained 
in a blue book just presented to the 
South African parliament, aad on this, 
it is believed, is based the statement 
made by General Smuts in connec- 
tion with labor agitators, that “their 
action had resulted in the recent de- 
parture of thousands of workers. He 
feared that the cherished white ideal 

had been shattered.” 

A South African magnate expressed 
the opinion that the exodus of re- 
spectable white men from the Union 
of South Africa has been due entirely 
to the state bordering on anarchy 
which has prevailed in this country 
for some time. South Africa has been 
the scene of operations of most viru- 
lent agitators, who have secured a 
dangerous following. The, preaching 
of discord has been a fruitful cam- 
paign, «und industries have received 
blows from which they will not re- 
cover for some time to come. It is 
not fear of a strong government that 
has driven these men away, but of a 
native rising in the event of revolu- 
tion on the part of discontented 
labor. 


TORONTO IS CANADA'S BELFAST 


By Canadian Correspondent of Lon- 
don Times Writing on Home 
Rule 
The Canadian correspondent of the 
London Times, under the _ headirg 
“Canada and Home Rule: the Orange 
Order in Politics,” reviewing the atti- 
tude of the Orange Order in Canadian 
politics, declares that Canadian 
Orangemen on vital issues put prin- 


ciples before party. 
He asserts that there is intense 


feeling in Toronto, Canada’s Belfast, 
over the present situation and states 
that 25,000 men are, or-vere, actively 
identified with the Orange association. 
In the last few years there have been 
recruits to the Ontario lodges which 
are influential in public affairs. The 
organization of Ulster leagues in On-; 
tario proceeds with much secrecy and 
not little energy and there is no 
doubt that in the event of civil war, 
Ulster would be materially assisted 
from Canada. 


Site of Roman Camp is Found 

The annual report of Roman dis- 
coveries in Great Britain was given 
by Professor Haverfield at the meet- 
ing of the British Academy in Burl- 
ington House. An encampment, the 
professor said, had been identified at 
Ithan Wells, Ab rdeenshire, the fur- 
thest north of the Romans, 

On the walls of Pius, between the 
Forth and the Clyde, sites of three 
forts and the line of the wall had 
been fixed. Near Chester the kiln of 
the garrison had been examined, and 
at Wroxeter the foundations of a 
temple, apparently in the Italian style, 
had been discovered, ; 

In clearing the building of the gen- 
eral post office, Roman rubbish pits 
had been laid bare, and it was hoped 
that an opportunity would soon be 
given for these p‘ts to be search4. 
It was not generally known that a 
little over a@ year ago the London 
museum had become the possessors of 
a pot with the ancient name of Lon- 
dinium scratched upon it. 


GOING TO PAILIPPINES 


C.P.R. Ships Call at Manila to Open 
up Trade 

Considerable interest has been 
created in shipping circles by the an- 
nouncement that the Canadian Pacific 
will enter the Philippine trade June 
11, when the steamer Empress of Rus- 
sia will make Manila a port of call. 
The fastest schedule hitherto from 
any North American port to Manila 
has been 28 days, but the Canadian 
Pacific with fast sailings, will cut 
this down to 17 days. 

Th- new schedule will bring con- 
siderable tourist trade to Manila, as 
the Canadian road carries a large per- 
centage of the travellers from Eur 
ope on its Empress boats. 


Typhold In Spain 
An epidemic of typhus has dectmat- 
ed the population of Torrenueva, in 
the province of Ciudad Real, in Spain, 
Two-thirds of the inhabitants have 
been affected, and the deaths average 
two out of three cases. 


PRESERVING CATSUP 


Government Report Says 74 Per Cent. 
Contain Benzoate of Soda 

A bulletin from the iaboratory of 
the inland revenue department on the 
examination of 70 samples of tomato| 
catsup sold in Canada shows that 74 
per cent. of the collection contains a 
prese.vative in tie form of benzoic 
acid (benzoate of soda). In 388 per 


}cent., dye has been added to the pre- 


paration. The amount of solids in a 
number of samples was very low. 
There are, however, no definite stand- 
ards for catsup in this country and 
though the analysis shows a great 
variation in quality, none of the 
samples is conde.nned. The matter of 
fixing standards is to be taken up by/| 
the department. 

“The present collection shows 74 
per cent. of the collection to contain 
preservatives,” says the bulletin, ‘in 
every case the preservative is benzoic 
acid, showing that tenzoate of soda 
has completely displaced salicylic acid 
as a preservative of catsup. 

“It is evident that manufacturers of 
tomato catsup are impressed ‘vith the 
necessity of adding a _ preservative. 
either to the finished article, or to 
the stock frcm which this is made. 
We have not as yet, forbidden the 
use of benzoate of soda in foods, as 
the evidence of its use in minimum 
amounts to prevent spoilage, is not) 
harmful to heal‘h. 

“Careful study of this matter was 
made by the referee board of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture in 1909, in which it was de 
clared that “it having been  deter- 
mined benzoate of soda, mixed with 
food is not deleterous or poisonous 
and is not injurious to health, no ob- 
jection will be raised under foods and 
drugs act to the use of food containing 
benzoate of soda, provided that each 
container or package of such food 
is plainly labelled to show the pres- 
ence and amount of benzoate of soda.” 
Several state laws, however. forbid its 
employment in foods.” 


NEW VAUDEVILLE CIRCUIT 


Marcus Loew May Build Chain of 
Theatres in Western Canada

who became king of vaudeville 
through the purchase of the Sullivan- 
Considine circuit, has his eye on 
Northwest Canada and is contemplat- 
ing an addition to his already gigantic 
circuit by building theatres in several 
of the thriving Canadian cities. Loew 
now owns theatres in Vancouver, Win- | 
nipeg and _ Toronto, is building in 
Montreal and Ottawa and of course 
has big connections in the States. He 
is desirious of building a chain of 
theatres which will connect his Van- 
couver with his Winnipeg and Toron- 
to houses. He first got the idea when 
his big musical comedy ‘Hanky Pan- 
ky” went through the territory he is 
now contemplating building on. The 
success of the production on this trip 
through the Canadian cities showed 
Mr. Loew the pcssibilities.

DUSTRY IN NORTH AND SOUTH 
PART OF PROVINCE 


The Edmonton District is Reported to 
Have the Largest Coal Fields in the 
Dominion—The Crow's Ner* Pacs 
Holds First Place in Alberta as to 
Output. 

The very rapid development of 
tLe coal industry of Albertais shown 
vy ugures Woich have just been com- 
piled regarding the operations of cval 
mines in the province in 1913, Tons 
of coal minec in Alberta during 1913 
numbered 4,306,346, being an ircrease 
of 859,997 over 1912. During the past 
eight years the coal output for Al- 
berta has increased 500 per cent. 

The Edmonton district has the 
largest coal flelds, not only in Alberta, 
but,in the Dominion. These areas are 
being opened up ve fast as railway 
cummunication and capital make their 
operation possible. At the present 
1me the Crow’s Nest holds first place 
among the coal producing districts in 
Alberta, having an dutput of 1,849,435 
tons. Lethbridge comes next with 
966.020 tons; Edmonton third with 
863,430 tons, .nd Calgary fourth with 
627,461 tons. A large number of new 


mines were opened up during tke 
year, mostly in the Edmonton coal 
field. Some of these were closed 


down again, on account of the fact 
that at the present time they are not 
served by railways. 

8,000 Men Employed 

An increased number of men found 
employment in the mines of the pro- 
vince during 1913, the total numbe- 
of men engaged in the mines, both 
above and below ground being given 
as 8,608. Machinery is coming to be 
used more and move in getting out 
the coal. In the liguite field more 
than half the coal is mined by mach- 
inery, but no machinery is used for 
coal cutting in the bituminous or au- 
thracite fields. Twenty-nine mines 
are using electricity. Telephones have 
been installed in the larger mines and 
are proving of great service, both in 
assisting the management oi the 
mines and in obtaining assistance 
when cccidents ocevr. 

Mine rescve stations have been es- 
t: blished, two in the Lethbridge dis- 
trict and the other between Coleman 
and Burmis. Others will be establish- 
ed shortly in the northern part of the 
province. The stations are equipped 
with up-to-date apparatus and +um- 
plete appliances for rendering first 
aid work very readily, 221 having re- 
presented themselves for training dur- 
ing the year and 51 have been grant- 
ed certificates for proficiency. 

There were 28 fatal accidents in 
miines in the province during ‘913. 
Most of these occurred in the smaller 
mines, where the managers are not 
required to hold first-class certificates 
and are not so conversant with the 
Mines act.

FARM BOYS WILL COMPLE 


Twenty Prizes Will be Offered at 
Brandon Winter Fair 
During the recent winter, J. D. Mc- 
regor, president of the Manitoba 
Winter Fair association, made the an- 
nouncement that, in order to encour- 
age the boys on the farm and to stim- 
ulate the Lreeding and fitting of beef 
animals for the market, $1,000 would 
be offered ‘n prizes at the 1915 exhib - 
tion for beef animals fitted and ex- 


hibited by boys under 17 years of], 


age. 

This announcement created great 
enthusiasm among young and old. 
President McGregecr and _ Secretary 
Smale went to Winnipeg at the invita- 
tion of the Canadian Bankers’ associa- 
tion, when that body unanimously 
made the very generous offer to con- 
tribute the sum of $1,000 for the boys’ 
competition for grade steers o: heif- 
ers calved in 1914, to be exhbiited at 
the Manitoba wi:ter fair, March, 1915. 

This munificent grant will be an an- 
naul affair and is contributed for the 
sole purpose of encouragng the farm 
boys of Canada, and, above all, to 
stimulate a greater and more intelli- 
gent interest in live stock breeding 
and fitting for market. The competi- 
tion is open to the Dominion, and it 
is expected that no less than 100 boys 
will compete. 

The $1,000 is divided into twenty 
prizes, the first being $100, and grad-| 
ually dropping to four prizes of $25 
each. In addition, the winner of the 
first prize will rece've a gold medal. 


WOLVERINE ADDED TO ZOO 


Splendid Specimen Captured by Old 
Timer in the Rockies 

Thero has just been added to the 
Banff Zoo one of the must important 
captures made in the mountains dur- 
ing recen* sears. The new addition 
is a splendid specimen of the wol-| 
verine, which was captured Ly Joe | 
Smith, a well known old timer, who! 
came to the mountains with the 
C.P.R. construction, who has never 
since left them, and who huows all 
the ways of every wild creature n 
his wide domain. Joe captured him 
in an ordinary trap, and it took four 
hours to get him into a suitable box 
for shipment from Castle to Banff, 
where he has been housed in one of 
the coyote cages next to the river. 

This is the most vicious and dan- 
gerous animal in the mountains, and} 
the hardest to capture; while he kills | 
an immense number of deer annually. 
His history is less known than any 
of the other animals, but that he is, 
the oldest denizen of these wilds is 
generally admitted by the mountain- 
eers. This specimen is yet very shy | 
and .etires to the den, snarling, at the 
approach of sight-seers, but he will Le- 
come used to his surroundings in time, 
although there is no case on record of 
of any of these animals being tamed 
even when captured as very young 
cubs.

MACHINES IM'!TATE BIRDS 


New Invention Which Will Use Wind 
to ths Exclusion of Other 
Motive Power 


A new type of flying machine. the 
object of which is to enable a man 
to imitate birds in utilizing the wind 
to the exclusion of other motive pow- 
er, was described at the congress of 
the Society of Savants in Paris, The 
invention is that of Dr. A. Magnan, 
and the flight it is intended to make 
is a kind of a continuous volplane. 

After the manner of large birds 
the apparatus is provided with a 
spreading tail and two tapering 
wings, the wings bving so placed as 
to enable it to remain motionless, 
The control of the machine must be 


acquried by practice, as in the case | 


of a bicycle, and, it is admitted, this 
will present great difficulty and even 
danger. 


Not Inventor of Air Brake

the Westinghouse company, a wealthy 
Frenchman, named Debruges Lebaiiif, 
aged 72 asserts again thet in 1868 he 
invented the compressed air brake 
credited to George Westinghouse and 
patented it.

DEFENCE CONFERENCE 
DEPENDS ON CANADA 


AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND 
READY TO DO THEIR RESPEC 
TIVE PARTS 


Plans For a Defence Conference of 
Great Britain and Her Dominions 
Beir:g Prepared—Empire Policy, 
Dealing With the Whole Situation. 


Plans for a defence conference of 
Great Britain anc her dominions are 
rapidly assuming corm and will be 
complete when the conseut of Canada 
is gained. Australia and New Zealand 
have already arnounced their desire 
for such u conference, snd since the 
problem of the Pacific will te the 
chief topic considered by the meeting, 
it is believed that Canada will join the 
other dominions. 

A» a result of the trip which a par 
liamentary committee made to the do 
minions it was found that Australizn 
and New Zealand statesmen believed 
firmly that the problem ot the coming 
decade wi!l be the maintenance of the 
supremacy of the white race in the 
Pacific. It was pointed out to the com 
mittee that Japan i: making prepara- 
tions to develop trade and emigration 
towards the Antipodes, and that there 
is a constant flow of Chinese to the 
islands of the Pacific. France has sk 
ready largely. increased ier steamship 
facilities to these islands, and Ger 
many, Hollaud and the United States 
are also active in the same region 
The det2rmination of the government 
to bring about the conference has 
been increased by reports from Siz 
Maurice Fitzmaurice, who has veen 
advising the commonwealth goverm 
ment on naval matters and Sir Ian 
Hamilton, inspector general of over 
sea forces. It has not yet been de 
cided whe.her the conference will be 
in London, Canuda or Australia. 

Dislike Churchili’s Suggestion 

Australia and New Zealand have 
not taken kindly tc the suggestion 
made by Hon. Winston Churchill, first 
lord of the admiralty, in his speech 
introducing the naval estimates, that 
the safety of these two countrics was 
secured by the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. Wiiliam Fergu:cn Massey, 
Lrime minisier of New Zealand, led 
an attack on the first lord it a recent 
speech at Greymouth, in which he 
said he did not believe che alliance had 
secured the safety of the British Do 
minions in the Antipodes. 

J. H. Cook. prime minister of the 
Commonwealth of Austialic, who 
stated the case for the dominions 
at greater length, said: ‘We are tcld 
by imperia] statesmen that the Pacifie 
is being made safe and secure, not by 
the might and najesty of the Brtiisk 
fleet but by the Angio-Japanese all- 
ance. Thet raises f-r Australia a very 
serious geustion. ® pe that Austra 
lia will always be on friendly terms 
with Japan and get closer to her in 
th relations of trade and commerce 
and the peaceful acts of civilization 
and that the treaty will continue in 
its present form, for 1 believe it to be 
a great power tor peace; but when 
Australia is asked to rely on the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty for the 2fence 
{of the Pacific, a very serious situation 
jis created. Japan is a nation whose 
| people Australia does not admit to her 
shores. ‘White Australia’ ideals must 
| be defended at all costs as ° cardinal 


principle of Australian political be 
‘lief. Japan civilization differs rad- 
cally from that of Australia, which 


is compelled to see uo wixing of races 
in her territory. 
Naval Problem a Dual One 

“While it is wue, as Mr. Churchill 
}said, that the navel forces could be 
|concentiated ander a United Com. 
maud on the chief features of opera 
tion, it shouid not be fergotten thae 
the empire’s naval probiem is a dual 
jone. Nut only should the imperial 
power be developed in relation to the 
v.orld’s problem. in order that there 
should be an imperial navy to fight 
in any or every sea, When imperial in- 
terests are threatened, bit world-wide 
preparations tust be combined toe 
make it possible to concentrate forces 
at any point wherever the dominions 
have the greatest menace. Australia 
hopes that the imperial fleet will be 
so devcioped and organized that this 
country shall be in no way dependent 
absolutely on treaty obligations wit 
‘any foreign power whatever. 

“The British government is anxioug 
for a conference of self zoverning do 
minions, including Canada -nd South 
Africa. The firs. Austra ian fleet unig 
is being completed, but to what point 
is the Australian policy developing? 
Mr. Churchill has departed from the 
agreement by wiich the imperial gov- 
ernment undertook to send to the 
Pacific a ship for every ship put into 
commission by Australia. Mr. Churca- 
}ill has proclaimed that ships of an in- 
|ferior calibre will do ver well for 
the Pacific. Australia is entitled to 
something more than that statement 
She is entitled to free and ful] dis 
cussion of imperial defence with 
‘every unit of the empire.”

EDUCATION GROSSLY STUPID 


English, Educational System Strongly 
Criticized by Criminologist 

Dr. Albert Wilson. the eminent 
criminologist, lectured at the Inter- 
national Club for Psychical Research 
|recently, and there was some curios- 
‘ity as to two exhibits on the table 
until the lecturer explained that one 
was a half of a human brain pre- 


served in formalin; the other an 
ape's. 
Dr. Wilson’s subject was “The 


| Physical Basis of Psychic Manifesta- 
tions.” He apologized for the length 
of the title. : 

He referred to forcible feeding, 
and said that, by the simple plan of 
introducing food into the hollow of 
the cheek, the “greatest refinement 
of torture” could be avoided. Some 
applause greeted this announcement. 

In introducing a series of micro- 
photographs of brain sections, 
shown to the audience by limelight, 
Dr. Wilson remarked that unfortun- 
ately we had in this country been in 
such a state of barbarism for the last 
forty years that instead of turning 
out useful people from our schools 
|/we produced people with starved 
brains or brains crammed with use- 
}less information and fit only for 
[erie sues! employment. 

“The way We have educated child- 
ren,” he said, “is so grossly stupid 
that there are no words in the Eng- 
lish language bad enough to de- 
scribe it. Young children with 
bright, cheerful faces, can be seen in 
London alleys who later grow tired- 
looking, and then quite exhausted. 
They have no thinking brains; but 
they might have been useful citizens. 
Starvation or education by the school 
board brought about this state of 
things. 

“Lovely cells!” “nice,” or ‘“good- 
looking brains!” were some of the 
expressions used by the lecturer to 


describe his illustrations of the 
brain of a child of five years. 

The audience laughed; but were 
thoroughly appreciative when the 


significance of the photographs was 
explained by comparison with others 
of healthy and unhealthy adult 
brains. 

“It is no wonder we want to hang 
this sort of man,” remarked Dr. Wil- 
son, as & murderer’s brain section 
Was exposed to view, “but it is ob- 
vious that he should be treated as 
an undeveloped child and kept in a 
lunatic asylum.” 


Value of Military Training 

Sir Thomas Oliver, professor in the 
Durham College of Medicine, comes 
out strongly in favor of compulsory 
training for all young men. The 
value of athloticism, he believes, is 
over-rated in a large number of in- 
stances. It may render the frame 
more resistant to disease, and train- 
ing keeps the young out of dissipation 
until character has solidified. But 
physicial development carries with it 
no immunity from disease. 

The over-development of the heart 
resulting from rowing, running, or 
football, while good enough for a lad 
of 22 taking lots of exercise, is not 
best for a sedentary business man of 
30. He has more heart than he re- 
quires and his cifculation is rather 
embarrassed than lightened. 

Compulsory military training, how- 
ever, has advantages for the nation 
as a whole and for the young men 
who undergo it. In it there is co- 
ordinate physical and mental train- 
ing. The habits of discipline, sense 
of duty, devotion to the idea of coun- 
try which it inoculates, do far more 
for young manhood than giving away 
to the unbridled gpirit of sport with 
its excesses of one sided develop- 
ment. Moderation is, naturally, the 
special characteristic of military 
discipline, ‘There is no strain on a 
single set of muscles. The body is 
developed healthfully as a whole, and 
the mind is kept occupied in close re- 
lation with the physical processes,— 
New York Sun.
